WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 


Mr. Bolduc, tho new member for Reauce, 
has introduced a Bill to amend the Weights 
and Measures Act’ The clauses aroas follows: 

1. Whosoever \urchases from the producer 
any article of Canadian produce, and olaims to 
have the name deliverod by the weight of the 
French pound or by the hundredweight of one 
hundred and twelve pounds, instead of by the 
weight of the Imperial pound or of one hun- 
dred pounds as provided by the said Act, shall 
be liable to a fine of dollars, which may 


n | be recovered by action of debt by any person 


intwrested in the transaction, or by way proper 
officer of tho Department of Inland Revenue ; 
and one-half of such fino shall belong to the

WASHINGTON PETRIFIED. 
AN EXTRAORDINARY DISQUVERY AT MOUNT 
VERNON, 
Washington (Fob. 15) correspondence of tho San 
Francisco Chroniolo. 
Wo visited Washington's tomb to-day at 
Mount Vernon, Va., sowe twelve cutles 
from this city, down the Potomac, and we 
had tho unusual privilege of beholding the 
mortal remains of the mmamortal Wasting- 
Visitors to thw tomb will remember 
that the wost wall of the same has for years 
boon in « falling eoudiion ond in great need 
of repair, A few daya sinoy part of it tum- 
bled inte the tomb, completely covering the 
earcophagus of Wavhiugton, and also thav 
of Martha Washington, In order to repair 
the dumage in a competent mann r, it was 
found necessary to remove them a few feet 
trom their resting place, ‘The one contain- 
ing the remains of Martin Washington wis 
removed first, but attracted no attention 
But the unusual weight Of the one contain- 
tig the remains of Washinzton aroused the 
onriosity of the official who was superin- 
tending the work of removal, aud it wos de- 
cided to open the sarcophagus to ascertain 
the cause, This was done, aud the remains 
wore found to be petrified, in fact w solid 
stone resembling a statue, the features por- 
foctly natural, with the exception of the 
eyes and vars, no tracesof which can be 
avon. ‘Lho body isof a dark leathery col- 
or, and may be anid to be of a soft sund- 
stone, which would probably break should an 
attompt be made Lo remove it from the sar- 
cophagus, Buward Baker, an aged colored 
man, who bus resided upon the farm since 
he wae a boy, and who assisted in removing:

Aw Esquimavux House, ox lor.—One 
would think that, cold and dreadful as the 
Arctic regions are known to be, tho inhab- 
itanta would need every comfort that could 
be imagined in the way of a house, Haut 
no, The first thing the E.quimaux does 
in his home building is to cluar away tho 
snow and ico from a spot of ground of 
the right siza for his house, This he 
makes as smooth as he can, leaving one 
ond alitde higher than the other. The 
highor end is to serve as parlor and 
bedroom ; tho lower as workshop and 
kitchen. Around this gleared spot of 
varth blocks of hard frozen snow are laid in 
such a fashion that they form a low round 
roof, resembling in shap» the half of a hol- 
low ball. By way ot a window, a small 
squaro-of rather thin and clear ico is set 
into the wall, Oa tho side of the house 
least exposed to wind isa long and very 
low pawsago-way-in loading to the open air, 
This passage is so low that tho inmates of 
the house have to crawl through it on their 
hands and knvos, Tho door is only a loose 
olock of snow. Those huts do not appear 
to be yory charmiog residences, but thore 
aro two good things about them. One is, 
that the high winds of that desolate region 
cannot possibly blow a hut over, though 
they may bury it in snow ; the othor thing 
is that no one hut can be lived in longer 
than a soason, The poor Esquimaux aro, 
unfortunately, a very dirty people, and if 
thoy lived ever oo long in one house, they 
would never clean it. But the anow house 
ily cleansos itself in the most thorough 
‘or, for as soon as the warm days of 
summer come it molts away,and its inmates 
mist set about building a soal-skin toot 
that will shelter them till winter comes

Every Tavern and Inn shall contain, 
and during the continuance of tho license 
shall continue to contain, in addition to what 
may be needed for the use of the family of 
the Tavern or Tonkeoper, not less than four 
bed rooms, together with, in every caro, a 
suitable complement of bedding and {urnit ure; 
thero shall also be attached to the said tayorn 
or inn, proper stabling for at least six horses: 
And in addition cach tavorn or house of cuter:

THE INCOME FRANCHISE. 

As there appears to be some misappre- 
honsion about the exact meaning and 


words of explanation may not be out of 
place. We believe the Act specifies that 
any male British subject, residing in On- 
tario, who pays taxes on $400, is entit- 
led to be placed on the Voters’ List, 
But, the sum of $400 is also exempted 
from taxation, so that, in technical mean- 
ing, there must be $400 over and above 
on which taxes are paid and the qualifi- 
cation to vote ensured. For instance, 
should an assessor ask a young man his 
income, and be answered $800, he would 
only enter $200 on the roll, knowing 
that $400 was legally oxempted. ‘This, 
we ropeas, is the technical reading of the 
Act, but there is no doubt that any per- 
son, otherwiso eligible to be an elector 
may scoore the franchise whethep he is 
really in possession of an income or not 
We have before pointed out what was 
required of those who are desirous of 
secaring the right to vote, under the In- 
come Franchise Act. They have only 
to notify the Assessor, City Clerk or 
other authorized person at the proper 
time that they are willing to be taxed 
for a sufliciont sum to entitle them to 
haye thelr names placed on the Voters’

South-westerly direction, tho latter draining 
by far the largest portion of tho area of the 
Swamp, and also receiyes the water from the 
above named Creeks, Farloy’s Creak takes a 
more circuitous route to the Bay, and has not 
as much fallin the same distance.

in the educational advancemert of their 
families which they always evince in rela- 
tion to met ors of iifin taly ss import- 
ance, the greater part ot ths fearful hin- 
drance to the progress of educaton would 
soon disappear, ‘The evil exists toa large 
extent iu every part of the Province, 
Tnere are districts which are worse in this 
respect than Not Hastings. ‘That, how- 
ever, doos not diminish the injury we re- 
ceive, The evil can be lessenvd by tis ef- 
for's of paren!s, t:ustees and teachers. Is

view of the past year’s work shows a con- 
siderable degree of progress. In some respects 
the advancement made has been very marked, 
‘The efforts made by many of our teachers to 
fit themselves for the more efficient dis: 
charge of their duties and the anxiety eviaced 
by an increasiog number of tsustees to secure 
good teachers, are cheering. ‘The outlook is, 
on the whole, encouraging The visits I have 
made this year to the school warrant me in 
expecting still more decided progress in 1 877,

A CHAPTER OF HEROISM.

Althongh the war in tho East has been 
progrossing for many weeks, until now we 
have had no chapter of heroism like that 
which comes from Plana in Montonogro, tell- 
ing of along and gallant defence of the hardy 
Montenegrins against the ‘Turks; a force of 
lesa than two thousand tive hundred agaibst 
more than twelve thousand Turks, . For 
three days this haudful of Montenegrins 
withstood the assaults of the Turks, sending 
them back at last utterly routed. The herc- 
ic act tukes sts place in the spnals of great 


modern yallor. Montenegro is bat a mere 
speck upon the map and has but a small pop: 

ulation, yet for years it has been the salvat- 
ion of Kastero Christiandom as against the 

power of the Turk, ‘Time and again has the 
armios of the Turks boen hurled against the 
Mopteuegrins only to be beaten back by the 
hardy and Undismayed soldiers of the mount- 
ains. ‘The most inveterate hatred exists be- 
tween the Tart aud the Montenegrin. Ever 
since the fourteenth centyry, When the 
Servian empire fell to piecos, the people of 
Montenegro have asserted their right to be 
free, arms in hand, and for conturics its ru,- 
ged terrtory has beon the scene of some ot 
the moat #anguinary and terrific combats re- 
corded in history, When the Turks overran 
all Hungary, Greece, and Austiia to the walle 
of Vieuna,and their prowess and multitudious 
armies made every European sovereign trem- 
ble for the security of their throoe, this he- 
roic population of mountaiacers, with resolute 
hearts, under the banger of the Oroag ond 
lod by their Viadica, a spiritual and temporal 
ruler, with prayers to God, and inspired. by 
holy hymns, went forth to battle against the 
cuemy of Christianity, They drove him back 
with such great loss in repeated enooaaturs 
that the Turks for a considerable period ab.

At Bjela the victorious army 
met with acheck when attenipting to 
cross the Jantra River, The object the 
Russians baye in view in advancing upon 
Tirnova is to get possession of Gabrova, 
where the Shipks Puss commenceg, the 
most practicable of all the Balkin roads, 
Should they capture Gabrova the Pass 
would easily be controlled and a great 
advantage obtained.

With these 
there are. caste difficulties about getting 
food at the regular roliof houses,and many 
Gro gradually starving before the pressure 
becomes so great that they will leave bobind 
their pride and social prejudiccs, and join 
the common hord of the Governmont 
kitchens, With regard t> the town of 
Madres the local-committzes are now-mak« 
tog i quirios regarding tho numbers of the 
beter cl¥.s95 who aro in want of relivf,and 
this reltef will be administered as far as 
pessible ia a manner consouant wich the 
feolings aud usages of the ciess wo wish to 
benefit, It is quite certain that the desti- 
tution is real, Within a stone's throw 
of my own hotse there ia a native village 
tenanted by servants of Europea small 
shopkeepers and others, wand for some time 
past my wifs has been feeding a few little 
starvelings belonging to this village on 
bread and milk. ‘bese arc not iunmi- 
granis but childron of our local poor, and 
out of a dezon livtle things who come every 
moraolng for their food, two or three are 
so far gone that they will not be saved. 
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Pass to Kingston 200 


I understand thero is an amount charged 
to this account for passes, but as Ihave not 
given thoso passcs L cannot admit the'ac- 
count here, and think they should be 
charged to contingent expenses, Mach is 
said respecting the financial affairs of the 
Town ond how its business is managed by 
each successive Council, Though novel, 
and perhaps a work of supererogation,it has 
occurred to me, and I be ieve it would be 
)pleasing if not profitable to the ratepayers, 
if the chairmen of committees wore tu keep 
their respective departmental accounts, 
stating how, whero, and whon all moneys 
under tneir control wore laid out; this sya- 
tem, besides haying tho advantage of eusy 
reference, would in the aggregats serve as 
an approximate duplicate to the central 
accounts. Truo, it would entail a little 
moro labor on tho respective chairmen, and 
no doubt each thinks he spends as much 
time already as he can woll afford; but 
without this addition, I beliove his work 
is imperfect, 

In a statement made by mo last March, 
{ suggéited that aus Inspector of Poor 
should be appcinted, whose duty it should 
bo to visit all seekng ass’stance aud report 
so that fraud would be avoided, and the 
deserviog poor taken care of.

From what [ hear 
the Avalanche camo into collision with a 
foreign bark off Shoorness, losing some 
of her rigging, but not sustaining sufli- 
cient damage tonecessitate her going into 
port to repair, as was the case with the 
bark. All went well afterward until 
about 9:30 last night, when, as I have 
stated, the collision occurred. The night 
was yory dark, aad the weather thick ; 
but about 9 o'clock the lookout man re- 
ported a ship's light on the port tack, 
‘The captain examined his lamps and 
found them burning brightly ; but, as 
the other ship did not seem to take 
any notice of them, he thought it ad- 
yisable to order a ‘flare-up’ to be burn- 
ed. Tbe ship at this time was under 
very oasy sailing, and going between 
three and four knots an hour, ‘The 
strange craft still continued to bear dowao 
upon the Forest, which caused her seo- 
ond officer to remark, ‘That ship is very 
near, Captain ;’ to which he replied, ‘1 
am afraid there is no look-out sept.’ 
The man at the helm was immediutely 

rected to luff, and did so, - Shéluffed 
up; but, being under low canyas and in 
ballast, she paid off again almost imme- 
diately. A tow moments afterwards the 

Hision occurred, the Forest striking 
tho Avalanche amidships. So violent 
was the shock that in two minutes the 
latter went down, with the whole of the 
passengers and crew, excepting the third 
mate and twoseamen. ‘The scene at the 
moment of the accident is described as 
heartrending, Many of the passengers 
rushed on deck only to find themselves 
in the water, while numbers, were 
drowned in the cabins. ‘The darkness 
was so intense that it was impossible to 
Qistinguish the persons struggling for 
their lives; but the cries for assistance 
were heard in all directions—the voices 
of men and women imploring tho aid it 
was impossible to render, ‘Lhe recolles- 
tions of the scenes makes the few surviv- 
ors almost dread to talk of it, They say 
that within five ov ten minutes after the 
passengor-ship was struck all ories for as- 
sistance were hushed, As soon as the 
first excitement of the scene had passed 
away the captain of the Forest directed 
his Officers to report the’state of the yes- 
sel, They returned with the fearful 
news that the water was then near 
ly up tothe between decks, making it 
impossible for her to remain long afloat 
The three boats on board he ordered to! 
be Jaunched, at the same time tell- 
ing the crew—twenty one in number— 
to save themselves as best thoy contd. 
Two bouts haying been launched, the 
first mate and several men got iuto one. 
They begged the captain to leave, as the 
bout was partly filled with water, and, 
owing to the violence of the sea, could 
not be kept alongside. He waited till 
he had seen @ho third boat launched, 
and then got into the weather 
boat. On pulling away from the 
ship he looked about for the other boats, 
but could not seo them. AJl night his 
oralt was towsed about at the mercy of wind 
aud sea; both of which were very rough, 
the ocoupants never expectiag to sve day- 
brook, Tren after the boat had left the 
sbip 4 man was seen trying to save him- 
eolf by clinging to the anchor, but it was 
imporsible to save him, When about 200 
yards from the ship it was also voticed 
that there were yet #ome persons on board 
These burned blue lights, in the hope, no 
doubt, of atirnoting the boats t» come back 
end tako them off; but it wos impor ble, 
and with sad and aching hearts the Oap- 
tain and hes crow were compolled to aban- 
don them to their fat». They kept sight 
of the vessel for some time, and when a 
heavy rain set in, and they did not seo hor 

ain, 

“Tho third mate of tho Avalanche, John 
Sherrington, was inthe bunk at the time 
the collision occurred. Be states that ho 
heard the sacond mato say tothe mate 
‘Come on deck, Mr, Buwling,come on deck 
T think there will bo another smash,’ Im- 
mediately sftor he had uttered theso words 
the Forest came down upon the ship. Ho 
rushed past the mainmast, but on tho way 
something caught him by which ho was 

nehed bead foraticit tet ons of the 

atchways among the passengors. Ho 
know tho ship waa siuking, and told tho 
pacsongera to aavo thoir lives. Tho Forost 
amashed iato the Avalanche again, when ho 
rou to the Oaptain and told him to save 
himoelf as the ship was sinking, aud to 
catoh hold of the loose gear of the Forest 
whon she camo up again, Sherrington 
doos not know whether he tried to do so 
or not, as when the ship came up again ho 
got on board hor by a chain. Ho loft the 
Horost with two of his mates, who had also 
got into the boat with Oapt Lockhart, and 
with the utm st difficulty succeeded ia rid- 
ing oat the rough weather of tho wight,
